“Cuddy Mack,” who would feel offended 
if referred to as John McGillicuddy, the 
name which was inscribed upon the parish

CORBETT GIVEN THE LIE. 


Con McVey Denies That He Entered 
the Ring for Reasons Stated by 
Corbett at the Investigation. 


Little George Dixon defeated Oscar Gard- 
ner last night for the featherweight cham- 
pionship of America. 

They fought 25 rounds before the Lenox 
Athletic Club of New York. 

Dick Roche, the old king of the St. Louls 
poolrooms, was the referee and he gave the 
decision to Dixon. 

It was thought that Gardner was the 
man to cut short the victorious career of 
Dixon, and a lot of money was wagered 
on his chances. 


But the chocolate-colored youth cut out 
the running from the start and again 
proved himself the best featherweight that 
ever entered the ring. 


The Corbett-Sharkey fake has a yellower 
appearance than ever to-day. At the in- 
vestigation Corbett said: 

“McVey told me he broke Into the ring 
to save me from defeat. He could not bear 
to see me whipped.” 

This frank admission of Corbett at the 
time was cheered. 

Now McVey comes and gives Corbett the 
lie. lle save: 

“The chi rge that I purposely fouled the 
Corbett-Sharkey fight is a bigger fake than 
the fight, which as a matter of fact was no 
fake at all. I merely watched out for Cor- 
bett’s Interest and tried to bring Ke lly to a 
realization of Sharkey's foul blows.’ 

It will be remembered that at the recent 
investigation Corbett said he was willing 
to box Sharkey for nothing. Tuesday 
O'Rourke, for Sharkey, called Corbett's 
bluff, saying: ‘‘gharkey will box Corbett 
any time he may name. The procee cs of 
the sale of seats and boxes we will] give as 
a Christmas offering to the poor of the C'ty 
of New York. Corbett must accept this 
offer within two weeks. We will not even 
take out of the gross receipts the expenses 
of conducting the contest. This seems to 
me a fair offer. and all we want is Cor- 
bett’s reply. The money will be distribut- 
ed by a committee of newspaper men if 
Corbett accepts this proposition.”
